by the judge on the grounds that the
evidence submitted was not sufliclent
for iho verdict.

Summey was sulng Anderson county
for 36,000 for injurles alleged to have
oceurred to his wife when the wheel
of o buggy In which she was riding
run Into o holo In & bridge In Garvin
township. .

The case was tried at o recent term
of court and Judge Memmlinger or-
dered o nop-sult after the testlmony
for the plaintiff had been concluded.

The fact that Judge Moore has
granted a new trial will be read with
Interest by people all over the county.
Tids was o hig verdlet against the
county and everybody was very much
interested in the outcomo of the mo-
tion for the new trial.

Court Takes Recess.

Was Used to Perfection—Three
Touchdowns and One Goal
Made tha Paoints.

The Anderson flgh school defeat-
cd the Bethel school of Spartanburg
in an excellent game of football at
Buens Vista Park yesterday .lfternnun
by the score of 19 to 0,

The game was a good one, hmll
teams [fighting for every inca ol
ground and most of the playing being
the forward passes, making the game
open and more interesting Lo the
spectators.,  Andergon  siarted into
the game with eerious misgivings, for
somehow, they did not get the team
they expected, but rather, a heavier
one, o team wiiieh outwelghed the An-
derson boys several nounds to o the
man. They went into the game how-
ever, avd played a, good, steady one.
They showed the benefit of good prac-
tice and played rings around the’
Spartan lads.

The firal score of the game was
19 to 0 iu favor of Anderson. The
scoring was done with three touch-
downs and one good goal, “The scor-
ing was as follows. In the sccond
quarter, with the ball near Rothol's
goal Smith, an ‘Anderson end, got
away from the lne and received n
beautiful forward pass from Jones
over the goal line. This play was a
beantiful one. It worked to perfec-
tion, and several times, gains of twen-
ty to thirty.yards were gained on the
forward pass by boti teams. In the
third-quarter, Anderson, on their own
16 yard line, began a series of batter-
ing rushes agalnst the, Spartanburg
line and ran over: the lieavy lino for
the entlro length  of the grounds.
They carried the bafl straight up the
field without once resorting to the
forward pass or a' kick. Al end runs
and lne rushes showed that the local
lads are as good on the.pass playing
as they are for the fast open work.
